It appeared by affidavit, that 
Mr Bond went to the ditferent printing offices of ne\vs-papers, 
and there tendered a paper tor infertion, which contained ‘the 
moft unjuftifiable aud unjuft afperfions againft Mr Macarthy and’ 
the gentlemen that had been witnefles of the repeated attacks 
made upon him.

By the private difpatches from Bengal, we learn that a fur- 
ther reinforcement of 300 Europeans, and 800 Seapoys had 
been fent to the relief of the Coromandel Coaft.

Rajah’s brother is in the’ intereft of the French, confequently 
in that of Hyder Ally, but is too weak to ftand againft his 
brother, united with the Company’s forces. ‘The Treafury of 
Bengal has, after paying all army demands, near 1,700,000]. 
which will be made known to the proprietors at the next gene- 
ral convention. ‘The Company’s European army in the king 
dom of Bengal does not confift of lefs than 6,000 men, Sea- 
poys about 46,000, well difciplined, and firmly attached to the 
Company.

** The American war, however, will be again brought upon the 
carpet, by a motion froth the oppofition, as Mr Hartley is, on Mon- 
day next, to mové the Honfe on that fubject. ‘The very inconfifient 

art that thefe gentlemen have taken in that bulinefs all along, has 
oad truly ridiculous and contemptible. Myr Lurke, in particular, has 
more than any other of our patriots dillinguilhed himfelf in that way. 
His cry has ever been for the Minifter to put an end to the war with 
America, and end the difpute between that country and the parent 
ftate. The Americans declare, they will never make peace with 
Great Britain, until the firft acknowledges and grants her independene 
ty. This Mr Burke dares the Minilter to do, and, at the fame time, 
abufes him by the hour together, in the moft virulent {train of per- 
fonal fative and invediive, becaufe he will not effeé a reconciliation 
with Amesica. What thall we fay of fuch men! 

“ The Lord Advocate of Scotland, who has, for a long time palt, 
been growing moft rapidly in the eftecm of at leatt thofe who are in

Yelterday being the anniverfary of King Charles’s reftora- 
tion, the great guns were fired from the Caltle, and the fame 
was obferved as a holiday at the Banks and other public off- 
ces. , 

We hear, that in a letter to a certain patriotic member of 
Parliament, dated Rotterdam the 1eth inftant, the following 
particulars are mentioned : ** That feven privateers of confi- 
derable force were fitting out at Rotterdam and Amiterdam : 
That the fitting out of more-than ten men of war goes very 
flowly ; feveral private merchants are ruined by the capture of 
St Euftatia, an: that Amfterdam hag fuffered confiderably : 
That even in. thofe few places where a war with England was 
reprobated, the public voice is united in calling the tranfactions 
at St Enftatia a mean and cowardly robbery of private: indivi- 
duals: ‘That the Englifh were not infulted, but treated with 
regard, until the account of the plunder of St Euttatia was 
made public; a remarkable inftance of which happened on the 
Sth inftand: —An old man who ufed to fell what he {tiled Eng- 
lifo Cakes, was defired to defift felling the commodities of an 
eremy. However, the mia having a good trade, did not pro- 
fit by the advice, but continued the fame cry ; on which the mob 
tarred him, aad flung him and his basket into, one of the ca- 
nals. ‘The:nobility, and Magiftrates of Zealand, who were 
moft zealous in the Englifh intereft, were lately much chan- 
ged; that the Stadchoider was much harrafled how to conduct 
himfelf; that at the Hague, Rorterdam, and Leyden, where 
the Irith Parliament was, a few months ago, looked upon as 
a prodiyy of national integrity, the Members were held in the 
higheft contempt, for the fadden change in their fpirit 5, that 
foreigners, in every public company, exprefs their furprife, viz. 
that the wifemen and the volunteers, do not exert the talents 
of the one, and the courage of the other. The account con- 
cludes with the information of fome veflels of war being feen 
to take in their lading, and go fome to the Northern Szas, and 
others to join the French fleet, and particularly to endeavour 
t) capture part of the Baltic fleet. ‘The review of their bett 
t-oops at the Hagus, on the 14th inft. amounted only to 3000 
effective men, who were (in appearance) as fine men as ever 
appeared in ai army. Great expectations were raifed, that 
the armament lately failed from France would meet the Jamai- 
ca fleet, or make good their intended arrivals, part in the Welt 
Indies, and part on the continent of America. It was generally 
believed, that the finalleft naval victory obtained by the Britith 
flzet, would induce the Dutch to make peace: all timber fic 
for {hip-building had’ been fold to France.”

The other three, who fay they 
are comuniffioners from 48 heads. of families, are not heritors 
in the parifh. | ' 

When the moderation wes laid before'théprefbytery on 34 
Oétober, they did nor proceed, but referred the matter to the 
fynod of Dumfries. ‘T’he fynod, on 17th O@ober, refufed to 
fuftain the call to the prefentce ; whereupon Mr Kennedy pro- 
tefted; and appealed to the Affembly ; and a number of the 
members of fynod diffented from the fentence, and protdted 
for liberty to complain to the Affembly. . 

Counfel being-heard for both parties, after fome reafoning a- 
mong the members, a motion was made and feconded, for the 
following ftate of a vote, Reverfe the fentence of the Synod, 
or Not ? Another motion was made and feconded, Rever/e, or 
Remit? A debate enfued which of thefe motions fthould be 
carried to a vote, when it was agreed to call the roll to know 
whether the fir/? or fecond motion fhould be adopted. It car, 
ried for the firf?; by which means Mr Kennedy is appointed 
to be fettled by the tp tae with all convenient f{peed, a- 
greeable to the rules of the Church.

«© About half an hour before the privateer appeared, the 
Mermaid falmon fmack of London came into the harbour, the 
matter of which acquainted fome of the pilots, that he had bzen 
boarded the.preceding day by the fame privateer, but that after 
rummaging his veflel, and finding that he was employed in the 
fifhing trade, under the protection ofa French pafs;’ they let 
him go.
